An estimated 300,000 Somalis have died from 
starvation, disease and fighting this year, and 
250,000 more are feared to be in imminent dan- 
ger. 

Rival militiamen battled for a second day in 
Baidoa. A spokesman for the international relief 
agency CARE, Rick Grant, said at least 48 peo- 
ple were killed and 50 wounded Monday. 

Grant said at least 28 and possibly 34 died in 
fighting Sunday between feuding clansmen. 

Michael McDonagh, an official of the Irish 
relief agency Concern, said relief workers feared 
Somali militiamen would go on a last-minute 
spree of shooting and stealing. 

“They know that come tomorrow the gravy 
train is over. The next 24 hours are going to be 
very crucial,” McDonagh said. 

U.S. troops and smaller contingents from 
France, Canada, Italy, Egypt, Turkey, Kuwait 
and other nations hope to impose calm so relief 


supplies can move into the countryside in safe- 
ty. ; 

American officials have said U.S. troops will 
fight if necessary. Marlin Fitzwater, the White 
House spokesman, said Monday that the initial 
response from Somali warlords had been better 
than expected. 

“Many of the problems we had feared most 
have not materialized,” Fitzwater said. 

Fewer young gunmen have been on the streets 
of Mogadishu in recent days, and there have 
been reports that many have moved inland to 
avoid foreign troops. 

Kenya announced Monday that it closed its 
border with Somalia to prevent armed Somalis 
from seeking refuge. Ethiopia took the same 
step over the weekend. 

U.S. officers in the Navy’s amphibious task 
force said the first mission of the Marines off 
Somalia’s coast would be to take control of the 
seaport and airport at Mogadishu. The Marines 
will come ashore in helicopters and amphibious 
vehicles. 

They will first secure the airport in Baidoa, 
200 miles to the west, to pave the way for the 
Army’s 10th Mountain Division. 

Pentagon sources said F-14s from the aircraft 
carrier USS Ranger flew reconnaissance mis- 
sions over Somalia scouting for the Marine 
landing.

more hamburgers every second. 
The fast-food industry has experi- 
enced phenomenal growth, serving 
an estimated 45.8 million people on 
a typical day. That’s about one-fifth 
of the American population. 

Consumers’ Research said the 
trend toward fast-food consumption 
could be attributed to factors such 
as women working outside the 
home, the prevalence of less formal 
lifestyles and consumers’ demand 
for convenience.

The June ruling also gave states 
greater leeway to regulate abortions, eroding some 
aspects of the court’s 1973 Roe vs. Wade decision that 
legalized abortion nationwide. 


U.S. consumes too much fat 


Experts advise Americans to cut down on fast food intake 


3,300 milligrams. Some specialty 
fast-food items meet this standard 
in one meal. 

With the exception of some sal- 
ads, most fast-food meals are low in 
fiber. Salads can be a good source 
of vitamins and can be low in calo- 
ries, sodium and fat, depending on 
dressing selection or exclusion of 
croutons, bacon bits and cheese. 

Typical fast-food meals are low in 
calcium. Most people would rather 
have soda or coffee instead of milk- 
shakes and low-fat milk. Fast-food 
milk products are adequate sources 
of vitamins A and D. 

Experts say most fast-food meals 
provide a sufficient amount of pro- 
tein. Average meals contain high- 
quality protein that meets between 
50-100 percent of U.S. RDA stan- 
dards. 

Consumers should be aware, how- 
ever, that the same kinds of caloric 
excesses and mineral deficiencies 
are possible in a home-cooked ham-

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Cabinet appointee speculation high 


WASHINGTON — President-elect Clinton plans to make several 
major appointments over the next week, building an economic team of 
white men and naming women to several other top posts, advisers said 
Monday. The secretive selection process generated an ever-growing fren- 
zy of speculation. 

“He finds a lot of it humorous,” Clinton confidant Bruce Lindsey said of 
the constant public handicapping of various Cabinet contenders. 

“The people who know what is going on are a very small group,” said 
Lindsey. “Most of the people who are talking about it don’t know what 
they are talking about.” 

Senior transition aides said Clinton was likely to name a few women 
and minorities to major administration posts in the next week to 10 days 
to signal a commitment to his pledge of a Cabinet that “looks like 
America.” 

Clinton wants to ensure there is diversity among early appointments 
“so we don’t get sidetracked by what would be ultimately groundless crit- 
icism,” said one adviser. 

The first announcements are likely Thursday. “There are some errors,” 
a smiling Lindsey said of published lists of prospects. 


France’s farm demand rejected by EC 


BRUSSELS, Belgium — The European Community rejected France’s 
demand on Monday that the EC refuse to discuss farm subsidies in 
world trade talks until concessions are reached in other areas. 

EC negotiators said that such a move would block the negotiations 
involving the 108-nation General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, or 
GATT. The talks aim for a global accord that would stimulate billions of 
dollars in trade. 

At least five of France’s 12 EC partners backed the French view that 
last month’s EC-U.S. farm agreement will require sacrifices from 
European farmers beyond the limits the EC set in May. It could yield a 
minority within the EC strong enough to block the deal. 


8 trapped in Virginia mine explosion 


NORTON, Va. — An explosion rocked an underground coal mine early 
Monday, trapping eight miners about a mile inside. One miner crawled 
to safety, authorities said. 

Rescuers wearing oxygen masks entered the mine about four hours 
after the explosion to check whether gases may be present and assess 
the danger, said Mike Abbott of the state Division of Mines. 

By midday, rescuers had not been able to communicate with the 
trapped miners, said a mine employee who would not give his name. 

“They probably barricaded themselves in to hold what air they had 
until rescue workers could reach them,” the employee said.The eight 
were working about a mile inside when the explosion blew through two 
of the mine’s four entrances, said Michael Lawless, a Virginia Mine 
Safety spokesman at the scene. There was no word on the cause of the 
blast. 


Dismissal of prayer case stirs debate 


SALT LAKE CITY — A former state school superintendent violated 
the Utah Constitution by sending $10,000 to help a Rhode Island school 
district appeal a graduation prayer lawsuit, a lawyer told the Utah 
Supreme Court Monday. 

Brian Barnard is appealing a lower court’s dismissal of a lawsuit filed 
by the Utah chapter of the Society of Separationists against Jay B. 
Taggart, who resigned the post earlier this year. Taggart was appointed 
deputy of education by Governor-elect Mike Leavitt Monday. 

“In 1991, the public school system in Utah was in dire financial straits, 
classrooms were overcrowded and teachers were underpaid,” Barnard 
said. “And yet, (Taggart) saw fit to make a gift of $10,000 of Utah tax- 
payer money ... to finance litigation, the sole purpose of which was to 
legitimize the practice of giving prayers at junior high and high school 
graduation ceremonies,” he said

Students to face 
more financial aid 
changes next fall

More changes in federal financial 
aid will be implemented in the 
1993-94 school year because of the 
reauthorization of the Higher 
Education Act, said Norm 
Finlinson, director of financial aid 
at BYU. 

Steve Olsen, federal programs 
coordinator, along with Finlinson 
listed some of the major changes 
which will take effect beginning 
Fall Semester 1993: 

e The annual maximum Pell 
Grant will be decreased from 
$2,400 to $2,300 and the annual 
minimum Pell Grant will be 
increased from $200 to $400. 
Finlinson said the Pell maximum 
was decreased because of national 
budget constraints. 

¢ Qualifying students will be 
able to receive a grant, called a 
“less-than-half-time Pell Grant,” 
even if they have less than six cred- 


it hours. Under the current law, 
students cannot receive a grant 
unless they have six or more credit 
hours. 

e Limits on PLUS loans will be 
eliminated. PLUS loans, which 
allow parents of undergraduate 
students to borrow up to the cost of 
the student’s education minus any 
financial aid the student is receiv- 
ing, have a $4,000 per year or 
$20,000 total limit under the cur- 
rent law. 

Olsen said the limits were elim- 
inated because the federal govern- 
ment “wanted to increase the 
opportunities for middle-income 
parents to borrow money for their 
children’s education.” 

Because of the policy changes 
created by the reauthorization of 
the Higher Education Act, BYU’s 
Financial Aid Office recommends 
following a list of suggestions for 
processing financial aid applica- 
tions, available from the office in A- 
41 ASB. 


Poor port conditions 
delay aid to Somalia

WASHINGTON — The bulk of 
U.S. troops. may not get ashore in 
Somalia until days after a Marine 
vanguard lands because of poor 
conditions at Mogadishu’s port and 
nearby airfields, Pentagon officials 
said Monday. 

Bringing nearly 30,000 soldiers 
into a country that has been devas- 
tated by warring bandit clans 
requires a massive effort, especial- 
ly since no supplies of fuel or water 
exist, nor modern means to trans- 
port them, the officials said. 

“Expectations are pretty high, but 
people have to understand how dif- 
ficult it will be to get in there,” said 
one senior military officer. 

“We can drop thousands of men 
on the airfields, but who’s going to 
feed ‘em after a while?” said a sec- 
ond officer. 

Both commented only on condi- 
tion their names not be used. 

Plans now call for the first wave 
of several hundred Marines to 
enter Mogadishu early Wednesday 
to begin “Operation Restore Hope” 
aimed at saving thousands of 
Somalis from starvation. 

Their mission will be to take con- 
trol of the port and the internation- 
al. airfield in Mogadishu, and 
another airport.in.Baidoa 200 
miles to the west. 

The Marines carry enough sup- 
plies to sustain themselves for at 
least 30 days. 

It will be several days before their 
fellow Marines from Camp 
Pendleton, Calif., begin to take off 
for Somalia. And it will be several 
more after that before members of 
the Army’s light infantry from Fort 
Drum, N.Y., will begin leaving the 
United States, the officers said. 

President-elect Clinton, asked in 
Chicago if he had a plan to deal 
with Somalia, said, “President 
Bush is in charge of this mission. 
Let’s let the mission be carried 
out.” 

In Somalia, officers said, moving 
supplies inland will mean trucking 
them and maybe even building 
roads. 

At the Mogadishu seaport and 
airport, where U.S. cargo ships and 
planes are to unload, an immediate 
problem is lack of lighting, senior 
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Navy officers at the Pentagon said. 
Navy Seabees were heading there 
to install lighting so the cargo han- 
dling doesn’t have to stop at night, 
said the officers.

Coalition creates 
bowl controversy

ATLANTA — The Sugar Bowl got 
the best game and the Cotton Bowl 
created the most controversy. 

When the new bowl coalition 
announced its matchups Sunday, 
the Sugar picked the plum — top- 
ranked Miami (11-0) vs. No. 2 
Alabama (12-0) for the national 
championship. 

The Cotton got a good game — 
No. 4 Texas A&M (12-0) vs. No. 5 
Notre Dame (9-1-1) — and some 
bad publicity. 

The Cotton’s decision to take 
Notre Dame instead of No. 3 
Florida State angered the 
Seminoles, Texas A&M and others 
who felt the Dallas bowl violated 
the coalition’s goal of getting the 
best possible matchups. 

Florida State (10-1) now goes to 
the Orange Bowl against No. 11 
Nebraska (9-2). 

The Cotton passed up a No. 3 vs. 
No. 4 contest because it didn’t want 
a rematch of last year’s Florida 
State-Texas A&M game and 
because it preferred the glamour 
and television power of Notre 
Dame. 

“If we could not get 1 vs. 2, then 3 
vs. 4 was not that important to us,” 
Cotton Bowl president Bob Smith 
said at a news conference where 
the pairings were announced. 

If A&M had beaten Florida State 
in the Cotton and Miami had tied 
Alabama in the Sugar, the Aggies 
could have made a strong case for 
the national championship. A&M 
coach R.C. Slocum feels the Aggies 
still have a shot at the title if they 
beat Notre Dame, but he realizes 


that their chances would have been 
better with a victory over Florida 
State. 

“We wanted to play the highest- 
ranked team, so from that stand- 
point we’re disappointed,” Slocum 
said. “But we hope voters keep an 
open mind until all the games are 
played on Jan. 1.” 

Florida State officials said Cotton 
representatives told them early in 
the week to expect an invitation, 
then changed their mind and took 
Notre Dame. 

“We're happy to go to the Orange 
Bowl, but vibes I received from the 
Cotton Bowl were “Make yourself 
available,” Florida State athletic 
director Bob Goin said. 

The Cotton controversy raised 
questions about the future of the 
coalition, which was formed a year 
ago to improve the bowl selection 
process. 

“It’s not a perfect system, but it’s 
better than the way we used to do 
it,” said Steve Hatchell, executive 
director of the Orange Bowl. “We 
ended up with a 1 vs. 2 game, and 
that’s what everybody wanted.” 

Hatchell and other coalition mem- 
bers said they plan to review their 
agreement and see if it can be 
improved. However, no.one sug- 
gested that the coalition is in dan- 
ger of falling apart. 

“Overall, we’re very pleased. with 
what happened today,” Hatchell 
said. 

Miami will be seeking its second 
straight national title and fifth in 
10 years. Alabama has won five 
Associated Press national champi- 
onships and is the last school to 
win back-to-back titles (1978-79).

Former BYU basketball star 
turns to diplomatic arena

SALT LAKE CITY — Former 
BYU basketball star Kresimir 
Cosic never intended to trade the 
Marriott Center for the diplomatic 
arena. 

Yet, after being named last fall as 
deputy ambassador to the United 
States from the newly independent 
eastern European nation of 
Croatia, Cosic (pronounced CHO’- 
sick) said the playing fields for bas- 
ketball and politics are remarkably 
similar. 

If it weren’t for the war.

Standards | 
may restrict 
schools’ 
authority

After three years, Utah high 
school administrators have mixed 
feelings on the movement proposed 
by President Bush and the nation’s 
50 governors in 1989 to develop 
voluntary national educational 
standards. 

According to a brochure mailed to 
U.S. public schools and school dis- 
tricts, the purpose of having stan- 
dards is “to raise the achievement 
of all students and to ensure that 
all students have equal educational 
opportunity.” . ., 

By creating educational stan- 
dards for the entire nation, the 
U.S. Department of Education 
hopes to achieve several goals set 
by the president and governors. 

Some of those goals include a 90 
percent graduation rate among 
American students, helping every 
adult become literate and able to 
compete in a world economy and 
having every school be safe and 
drug-free. However, the standards 
system is voluntary, not mandato- 
ry, according to the government. 

Steve Oliverson, assistant princi- 
pal at Provo High, said he thinks 
the goal of national standards is a 
good idea philosophically, but not 
all students are equal and not all 
students are college-bound. 

“National standards may take 
away local control,” Oliverson said. 
“Meeting our own community and 
state needs is what is most impor- 
tant.” 

Provo High is working on a two- 
track system offering college prep 
classes and vocational classes for 
students who don’t plan to attend 
college. The vocational track is still 
in the early planning stages, 
Oliverson said. 

Ray Nielsen, assistant principal 
of Payson High School, said there 
needs to be more focus on mastery 
programs, not minimum standards. 

A brochure originally sent to 
schools stated, “The standards will 
be voluntary, not mandatory. They 
will stand or fall depending on 
whether they are accepted by 
teachers, administrators and the 
public.” 

After three years, it looks as 
though the standards may still be 
on the fence.
